Tue Times representatives, with sec- 
tions of the Los Angeles, San Bernar- 
dino and San Diego delegations, ar- 
rived at 11:45 a.m. Among those on 
the train were John Bryson, Jr., Capt. 
A. W. Barrett, Andy McNally, Johnny 
Griffin, Col. Dick Eagan of San Juan, 
ex-Sheriff J.C. Kays, ex-Mayor Hun- 
saker of San Diego, Hughes of San Ber- 
nardino, and others. 

The Democratic headquarters are at 
the Hughes Hotel on Tulare street, and 
here the able statesmen most do con- 
gregate. Among others here are Maj. 
W. R. Burke, George S. Patton, Harry 
Patton of Banning, and others from the 
Southern citrus belt, who are putting 
in full timie looking after their own in- 
terests, or those of their friends. 

So far as knownthere is no opposi- 
tion to Hon. Stephen M. White for dele- 
gate-at-large from the Southern end of 
the State, and his election is regarded 
as a foregone conclusion, but he will 
have to declare himself as to Cleveland 
or anti-Cleveland before the vote is 
taken.

All these points were elaborated in 
the graphic way for which the evange- 
list is famous. Going further, he pic- 
tured the consequences of sin and drew 
word pictures of the future of the lost 
as awful as are Doré’s pictures from 
Dante's Inferno.“ 

In concluding he appealed to those 
who were leading a godless life to turn 
from their sins. ‘‘No matter who you 
may be, you cannot have the mercy of 
God,“ he urged, till you say ‘me the 
sinner, me the sinner.’ Will you take 
that first step tonight? How many will

His remark lent 
color to the story that there were three 
robbers. The wounded robber was out 
all night in a heavy rain. His identity 
has been established, and the officers 
think they have a correct description of 
one of his companions, who worked 
with him at Iron Mountain and was 
known as Arizona Pete.“ 

It was thought last night that the 
captured man would get well, but this 
morning a change took place for the 
worse. 

Not over 66000 was taken from the 
box, and it was principally in gold dust.

IN FOUR ROUNDS. 


The Famous Joe Lannon Whipped by 
George Godfrey. 

New Yors, May 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The heavy-weight glove. 
contest between Joe Lannon and George 
Godfrey drew a large crowd to the 
Coney Island Athletic Club tonight. 
Lannon tipped the scales at 175 and 
Godfrey at 185. 

Godfrey was the first to land, which 
he did with both right and left, hard. 
He landed many good blows before Lan- 
non got down to work, but when the lat- 
ter did commence to fight he got in sev- 
eral left-hand jabs and hard right-hand 
swinging blows. 

In the second and third rounds both 
men fought in a vicious manner and a 
number oftelling blows were struck. 
Lannon was knocked down in the third, 
but was quickly up again. 

The fourth round was the fiercest and 
most exciting in the fight and settled 
the battle. Lannon directed all his 
blows for Godfrey’ s stomach, while the 
colored man played for Lannon’ s head 
entirely. He kept jabbing him straight 
in the face with his left and swinging 
his right back of Lannon’s ear, until he 
had him so groggy that he could 
scarcely stand. Lannon swung a vic- 
ious right, but it fell short of its mark. 
Before he could recover Godfrey landed 
a right-hand upper-cut which sent Lan- 
non staggering across the stage, and 
another from the shoulder with his left, 
knocked his opponent down, and almost 
out. As soon as he got up Godfrey 
was at him again, hammer and tongs, 
Lannon growing weaker every second. 

Both men were so much excited that 
neither seemed to hear the gong at the 
call of time and went right on fighting. 

Both delivered foul blows. but Lan- 
non’s had little steam in them, while 
three of Godfrey’s terrific swings 
almost put Lannon out. The seconds of 
both men yelled foul, but the referee, 
Al Smith, grabbed Godfrey and dragged 
him away from Lannon. The en- 
„foul,“ and the 
wildest excitement prevailed. The 
referee turned a deaf ear to all appeals 
of Lannon’s friends and ordered the 
men to go on fighting, at the call of 
time, for the fifth round. Godfrey re- 
sponded, but Lannon refused to get up, 
whereupen the referee awarded the vic- 
tory to Godfrey. Lannon was very 
much exhausted and could not have 
lasted another, round.

The Negroes in Alabama Hanged and Rid- 
dled with Bullets. 
BrrmincHaM (Ala.,) May 16.—[Ry the 
Associated Press.] At Childersburgh 
early this morning three negroes named 
Berry Rowden, Jim Rowden and Will 
Cantor were hanged and shot on the 
bridge of the Georgia Central road, 
over the Coosa River. The lynching 
was the sequel to an affair at the home 
of D. C. Bryant on Saturday night. 
Bryant was absent when some unknown 
person entered his residence, made his 
way to the bedroom where Mrs. Bryant 
was asleep with her two children, and 
pounded her over the bead with a stick 
of wood. When she screamed he at- 
tempted to choke her, but he finally be- 
came frightened and left. Inquiry de- 
veloped the fact that a colored cook of 
the family had arranged a plot with her 
two brothers and Cantor to get Bryant’s 
money, when she and Cantor were to 
get married. The three negroes were 
arrested - yesterday aud put in tune 
Childersburgh jail.

Oatline of the Defense of Deacon in His

New York, May 17.—[By the Asso- 


Giated Press-] The Herald's Maraicabo. 


(Venezuela,) dispatchsays: Conflrma- 
tion of the capture of the city of Bol- 
ivar by insurgents and news of the 
death of the commander of the govern- 
ment forces, Gen. Santiago Rodil, is re- 
ceived here. The rebel chieftain, Gon- 
zales, rode into Bolivar at the head of a 
column of cavalry nearly 10,000 
strong. Gen. Gucio Edinoze, govern- 
ment chief in Alto Orinoco, made a good 
defense, but had to surrender, as did 
200 troopers under him. The men im- 
mediately enrollled themselves under 
the insurgent banner. A few were 
killed or wounded on both sides. 

The second day after the raid, Gen. 
Rodil reéntered the city and condemned 
half a dozen military officers to be shot 
because they had not defeated the rebel 
raiders. Rodil with 200 mounted men 
proceeded up the Oronoco to locate in- 
surgents’ camo. Before reaching the 
point the troops revolted, took him 
prisoner and demanded an immediate 


countermanding of the order to shoot 


certain of their comrades at sunset. 
Rodil refused to give the order and was 
shot. The soldiers returned to Bolivar, 
one of Rodil’s guards riding into town 
with the General’s head on a sabre. 
Gen. Gil now occupies Bolivar with 


a 2500 well armed men. Among

| A TERRIBLE WRECK. 
Nearly.a Score of Sailors Perish—Others 
Rescued With Difficulty. 

Lonpon, May 16.—|By Cable and As- 
sotiated Press.] The bark Earl of Ab- 
erdeen ran ashore on the coast of 
county Pembroke. Many of her crew 
were drowned by the capsizing of boats. 
The others reached Milford Haven. 
Twenty-two persons in all are known to 
have been saved. A seaman named 
O'Neill, one of the shipwrecked sailors 
who arrived at Cardiff, says that 
after the bark , struck an effort 
was made to free her by manning 
the pumps, but it was useless and the 
captain ordered all hands to the rigging 
and made arrangements for leaving the 
vessel. Two lifeboats were smashed 
and the crew attempted to launch the 
other, which was a difficult task in the 
dangerous sea running. When one boat 
was launched the ship’s carpenter and 
apprentice jumpedin. The other mem- 
bers of the crew attempted to follow, 
but the boat ran from the vessel’s side 
and quickly disappeared. 

Another boat was launched and three 
men got into it, when it was capsized 


by an immense wave and the occupants |. 


thrown into the foaming sea. By al- 
most superhuman efforts the men re- 


gained the overturned boat, and, after | 


an exciting struggle, righted it and 
scrambled in. Being thrown in the 
vicinity of the ship they grasped ropes | 
and held on tenaciously until 6 o’clock 
in the morning when they were res- 
cued. The rest of the crew could not 
leave the rigging to assist them as 
they were clinging to it for their lives. 
Their perilous position being discovered 
from shore, assistance was sent and a 
lifeboat from Her Majesty's ship 
Hound rescued eleven men from the 
mast. A number of others went down 
with the vessel and were drowned. 
The carpenter and apprentice were 
rescued by the steamer Scotarlie, and 
the carpenter says eighteen men were 
drowned. Neither the captain nor 
those of the crew rescued understand 
how the ship was so far north out of her 
course. 


A HURRICANE. 

It Sweeps Through New Zealand With 
: Terrible Results. 

WELLINGTON (New Zealand,) May 16. 
By Cable and Associated Press.] A 
terrific hurricane has passed over Cen- 
tral New Zealand and great damage is 
feared. Hundreds of acres of wheat, 
corn, oats and barley are ruined. Ves- 
sels lying in the offing disappeared in 
the storm and after it was over many 
vessels were ashore and great loss of 
life is feared. Reports from all parts 
of the country visited by the hurricane 
showed that buildings were demolished 
and unroofed in every direction. No 
estimate of the damage can as yet be 
given. No details from the interior are 
yet received, asroads are washed out 
andall means of communication cut 

off. From indications, however, the 
damage is serious and a number of peo- 
ple have been killed.

At 10 o'clock yesterday morning a 
large crowd of morbidly curiots people 
assembled in the courtroom of Depart- 
ment One to witness the closing scene 
in the case against Billy Manning, the 
pugilist, who was recently convicted of 
having assaulted S. O. Wood with a 
deadly weapon on the night of February 
26 last. When the case was called at 
that hour by Judge Smith, the defend- 
ant’s counsel, R. A. Ling, Esq., arese 
and addressed the court at some length 
in extenuation of the crime of which his 
client had been convicted, and sug- 
gested that the sentence imposed be in 
the shape of a fine, with the alternative 
of a short term in the County Jail. 

The defendant then asked leave to 
day a few words, andthe desired per- 
mission having been granted by the 
Court, he asserted his innocence of the 
crime of which he was charged, and 
asked that alight fine be imposed, as 
the affair was merely a little tustle, | 
which would not have amounted to any- 
thing had not Woods struck his head on 
the stairs as they fell together. 

After the usual formal questions had 
been put and answered, the Court 
sternly addressed the defendant as fol- 
lows: 

„J want to disabuse your mind, Mr. 
Manning, of your idea that this is a 
light or frivolous offense. To the con- 
trary, it is a very serious offense, one of 
the most atrocious of its kind that I 
have met with in some time. You went 
to the house of this man Wood in 
the dead heur of night, entered his pri- 
vate apartment and refused to go out 
when told. Admitting the truth of 
your statement that the two of you fell 
down stairs and that the wounds upon 
‘Wood's body were inflicted by his fall, 
vou are none the less guilty for resist- 
‘ing him to such an extent as to render a 
i tussle and fall down stairs an incident 


t 


of your being put out of the house. I 
do not see any mitigating circum- 
stances in your case whatever. You de- 


clare yourself that you were not drunk 
at the time, and not being so, you must 
have been in full possession of your fac- 
ulties andare amply responsible for the 
result of the affair. The judgment of 
the Court is that you will not be 
sentenced to pay a fine, but that you be 
confined for two years in the State 
prison at San Quntin.” 
A scene of consternation immediately 
ensued, the defendant’s wife, an un- 
usually strong woman, falling back ina 
fainting condition, and the defendant, 
who was completely taken back at this 
unexpected turn of events, striving 
hard to suppress the sobs which in- 
voluntarily escaped him. 
The District Attorney consented that 


new trial, after these proceedings; but 
the Court did not acquiesce in this ar- 
rangement. and when the defendant's 
council applied for a certificate of prot- 
able cause later on, Judge Smith re- 
fused to sign it. At 2 o’clock p. m. the

produced at the trial.

Mr. and Mrs. Ingalls came to this 
country from England several years 
ago for the benefit of the husband’s 
health and also to cure him of that 
frightful appetite for liquor that has 
sentso many men to their ruin. In- 
galle’s father is a very wealthy man 
and provided amplv for his son and 
daughter-in-law. A beautiful little 
place was purchased for them and fitted 
up with all the comforts of home. In- 
galls is allowed a sum every month for 
the support of himself and wife. 

For a time Ingills kept pretty sober 
and his health improved, but he soon 
fell back in his old habits, and during 
one of his sprees he lost his eyesight. 
This so grieved his wife that she almost 
lost her reason, arid some weeks ago she 
informed her friends that she had made 
up her mind to take her life in her own 
hands. 

She made several attempts, but did 
not succeed until Sunday night. Some 
time Sunday she secured a-six-ounce 
bottle of laudanum and at 4 o’clock 
she swallowed the whole contents of 
Her husband was in such a 
state that he did not know what she 
was. doing, and even when she kissed 
him good-bye and retired to her bed- 
room he did not realize that she was 
dying. 
Later in the evening he. also retired 
and slept by her side until morning, 
when he placed his hand on her face 
and discovered that she was dead.

On motion the recommendation of City 
Engineer Sedwick as to establishing the 
official grade of Raymond avenue was 
adopted and the attorney was instructed 
to draw up a resolution in accordance. 
there with. 

The Auditing and Finance Committee 
ecommended the payment of bills to the 


ount of $23.60. Recommendation ap- 
o ved. 


ty Attorney Arthur submitted a con- 
ract signed by the city, party of the first 
part, and Wiley & Greeley and John Allin, 
parties of the second part, for sprinkling 
the streets of town for a period of three 
years from date, the terms of which have 
already appeared in these columns. The 
contract was approved and a bond in the 
sum of $1000 accepted. 

In the matter of the petition of A. A. Cas- 
well for permission to erect a wooden 
building on Delacy street, the City Attor- 
ney reported that ordinance No. 21, fixing 
the fire limits, gives the board no discre- 
tion in thé matter, but absolutely prohibits 


such limits. The petition was rejected. 

In the matter of a public pound the attor- 
ney reported that the Pound Master states

Against Mice in the Corn Fields. 
{American Agriculturist. 

Many farmers on Long Island find it 
difficult to get a good stand of hill corn, 
owing to the prevalence of large field 
mice, which run through the hills and 
eat the seed before it comes up. One 
farmers inthis section has found the 
old custom of coating the corn with 
pinetar an effectual remedy. To apply 
the tar, pour boiling water on the corn, 
letting it remain but, a moment, then 
pour off and mix in the tar. A tea-. 
spoonful will be sufficient for about 
four quarts. After the corn has been 
thoroughly covered with tar, roll it in 
wood ashes, or land plaster, and it is 
ready for use. Care should be taken in 
applying the tar that too thick a coat- 
ing be not put on, as it might prevent 
germination. An old iron kettle has 
been found useful to stir the corn in 
while applying the tar. This same
